Prince in Britain 


Is Believed at End 


Nationalization of Indus- 


trie* of Nation Going 


Forward

The English lad's dream of be- 


coming a prince of industry has 
received another dash of cold \vat- 
ter in further major nationaliza- 
tion by the Socialist government 
—this time the taking over of elec- 
tricity generating and distribut- 
ing companies. 


"Parliament has adopted the bill 
barring some 
minor 
amend- 


ments—socializing 
190 private 


concerns, at an estimated cost of 
51,400,000.000. The 
project 
will 


become effective next January 1, 
and the government plans expan- 
sion to meet a critical need for 
more power. 


Well, if nationalization results 


in unification of Britain's electric 
companies it will be a boon «to the 
country, dreams or no dreams. In 
London, for instance, many sep- 
arate concerns serve this world's 
greatest metropolis, and there is 
little uniformity. The family, or 
business, 
which 
moves 
even a 


block to a new home is likely to 
find that the electric current is 
AC whereas in the former place 
it was DC. This means that all 
the electric machines have to be 
changed over at much cost and 
inconvenience. 


Other XationaJlzation 


Besides electricity, the social- 


ists have now nationalized the 
coal mines, the Bank of England, 
inland transportation 
(tail, mo- 


tor, waterways, ports), civil avia- 
tion and overseas convniunicatioas 
(Inland communications were tak- 
en over by Uie state long ago). 
The socialist program still calls 
for nationalization of iron and 
steel, and the coal-gas industry, 
during the remaining three years 
of the present government's life. 


If this program is achieved it 


will mean, according to govern- 
ment estimates, the nationaliza- 
tion of 20 percent 
of business, 


leaving 80 percent 
in 
private 


hands. This will not satisfy the 
dyed-in-the-wool socialist, bitt of- 
ficialdom says that of-further na- 
tionalism is 'prcrjectecr- it .will" be 
included in the Socialist, [platform 
at the next general election and 
JL mandate will be asked for. 


Socialist Prime Minister Alt- 


lee's government has been adher- 
ing to the, nationalization program 
which was approved by the vot- 
ers at the last general election 
that brought about the sensation- 
al overthow of the Conservative 
Churchill government. 
Attlee Is 


well aware of the danger In over- 
reaching while carrying- out such 
a revolutionary Socialists at the 
next election, but a major mis- 
take in nationalization "might raise 
havoc with the economy of the 
country. After all. the prime min- 
ister is carrying out one of his- 
tory's great experiments, and is 
dealing with 
unknown quanti- 


ties. 


Whatever else may be the out- 


come, the consensus , in Britain 
seems to be that the days of in- 
dustrial princes- are over.

Two Old Scapegoats 


The uis oi tne wurid sometimes 


seem to defy diagnosis. But 
at 


least we now have a line on what 
is wrong with one of its counties. 
Italy's present plight, according 
to her former premier. Francesco 
Nitti. is the responsibility of two 
scoundrels 
named 
Christopher 


Columbus and Niccolo Machiavelli. 


Columbus' crime was discover- 


ing America and thereby shifting 
"the axis of the world to the west." 
Machiavelli, 
Columbus' 
contem- 


porary and one of the most bril- 
liant shyster politicians in history, 
wrote a book which made out a 
great case for crooked politics in 
which the end always justified the 
means. Therefore, says Mr. Nitti, 
the world has come to believe that 
Italians are men who are always 
ready to lie. 


The result, according 
to 
the 


former premier, is the present 
Italian treaty — "one of the most 
unjust in modern history-" 


We hesitate to take issue with 


the distinguished and 
venerable 


Mr. Nitti, who is going on 80 now. 
But it does seem that he has tried 
to localize such general things as 
human curiosity and human 
cus- 


sedness too much. Furthermore, in 
what might be called a burst of 
perverted nationalistic pride, he 
has given Italians credit for some- 
thing that undoubtedly would have 
happened 'anyway."' 


At the same time we can't help 


admiring Mr.. Nitti for making a 
particularly mild brand of danger- 
ous speech. He didn't blame every- 
thing on the Communists, perhaps 
because Italy has two or three 
million of them, and he is too good 
a politician to offend . a large 
minority: group' that some -day 
might be useful. 
Nor 
did , he 


blame everything on the Jews, or 
any other minority group. 


But essentially his was a line 


of thought which, in our own day, 
we have come to think of as anti- 
Semitic. Hitler blamed Germany's 
plight In the '30s on the Jews. 
And in spite .of the tragic fallacy 
of Hitler's argument, there are too 
many people in the 
world still 


willing to assign them the same 
blame today. 


Mr. Nitti at least had the grace 


to pick a couple 
of scapegoats 


who had been dead 
some 
400 


years and who can't conceivably 
be used as an 
excuse 
to start 


another war. Yet Columbus a.nd 
Machiavelli give him a fine chance 
to whine, and to say that, except 
for 
them, 
the 
Italian 
people 


wouldn't be misunderstood, down- 
trodden and humiliated today. 


It ig easier to blame Columbus 


than it is to admit that progress 
is inevitable, but that it requires 
direction and control. It ts easier 
to blame Machiavelli than it is to 
admit that JfVness, 
indifference
